SUDDEN END WAS SURPRISE TO PROSECUTION 


Who Introduced No Evidence in Rebuttal—Court 


Did Not Limit Arguments—Special Charges 


Given Before Argument by Request of 


Both State and Defendant—Judge's 


Charge Will be Given Wed- 


nesday Morning. 


The arguments in the Diehl imir- 


fler case began m-omoUy at 1 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon, Attorney W. !•). 
Miller opening the case for die State 
of Ohio. 


Attorney TJ. C. Kussell, for the de- 


fendant, followed 31r. Miller, and the 
case was closed for the defense by 
S. Ii. James. 
Prosecuting Attorney 


Phil B. Smythe makes the concluding' 
argument. 


Judge Mansfield will give his gen- 
eral charge to the jury AVcdnesday 
morning. 


The defense 
rested at, 10 o'clock 
Tuesday- jnorjiiiig -and no testimony 
was offered by the state in rebuttal. 


A recess was taken for about 45 


minutes, and as counsel for the state 
did not wish the opening argument 
broken by the regular noon adjourn- 
ment, the court decided to defer this 
opening until 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 


Judge Mansfield also decided not 
to limit the arguments, as he was 
assured by counsel that they would 
be finished in a reasonable time, but.

•tiling of Judge Bordwell that the 
holding of an opinion that the Los 
Angeles Times was destroyed by dy- 
namite is not sufficient to disqualify 
ase the defence prepared today to 
re-frame the issue to secure at least 
a second ruling on the subject. Af- 
;er- examining the exact text of Judge 
3ordwell's ruling the defense attor- 
neys held an extended conference pri- 
or .to the opening of court today and 
agreed to try to qualify the first tales 
man who intimates that he leans to- 
vard the gas theory, thus compelling 
a positive ruling on this point. When, 
such a proposition is encountered 
District Attorney Frederick is expect- 
ed to rule that the belief in the gas 
.heory absolutely disqualifies a juror 
jecause it would make it impossible 
'or the state to convict. The defense - 
will then insist that the case abso- 
utely parallel with that of a tales- 
man who holds to the dynamite the- 
ory.

All present seemed to realize that 


In the coining constitutional conven- 
tion a great opportunity is afforded 
the people of Ohio to advance their 
commerce, industry and social condi- 
tions, by providing for a system of 
improved roads throughout the state. 


The Federation 
takes the ground 


that the investment of fifty millions 
in good roads throughout the state 
will bring larger and quicker returns 
in increase of business, greater devel- 
opment of natural resources, increased 
value of farm lands, better health and 
improved moral conditions for the peo- 
ple of tho state, than any other sim- 
ilar investment that can be made by 
the state or national government. The

Additions Have Made Possible a 12 


Mill Tav Rate—Board of Re- 


view Statement, 


The City Board 
of Review has 


closed its session for the year 1911 
Having taken the people of the cit} 
into their confidence and from time 
to time explained the provisions o 
the law 
relating to taxation, the 


board now deems it proper to make a 
statement through the press of the 
results of our work. 
During thi 


months of May, June and July, th< 
Board was in session as a board o 
revision, hearing complaints as to 
valuations of real estate as made b> 
the Quadrennial Board of Appraisers 
making deductions where valuations 
were too high and additions wher> 
the appraisal did not come up to 
the real value. 


Following this the Board assessec 


the value of the new structures, anc 
placed the.ni on the tax duplicate as 
required by law. the sum that was 
added for new structures being $109,- 
375. 
In ought to £e said that m 


doubt many small inequalities stil 
exist among real estate valuations 
aut the best was done that could be 
in the time allotted to complete the 
work. 


Since August 1st, the Board has 


been in session for the purpose of 
evising the returns of personal prop- 
erty as made by the various assessors 
o the county auditor, and revising 
>n appeal the valuations of corpora- 
ions as fixed by the county auditor. 
The results accomplished have been 
as follows: 


The sum of $122,330 has been 


added almost entirely money and in 
redits, by persons from every ward 
n the city who called at the office 
f the board and voluntarily correct- 
d their returns. The sum of $345,- 
70 was added by citing persons and 
irms to appear before the board and 
nquiring into their returns of per- 
onal property. 


By the joint work of the board and 


he county Auditor, the sum of $1,- 
'00,000 was added to the returns of 
he corporations of the city other 
ban public utilities. 
Thus nearly 


= 2,000,000 has been added to the 
lersonal duplicate since the returns 
vere made 
with 
the 
auditor last 


pring by the assessors and by the 
orporations. 
The net result of the 


above is a 12 mill levy for Newark 
vhich will probably compare favora- 
bly with any city of its size in the 
tate. 


Neither the board nor the county 


auditor claims special credit for these 
esults. 
Any body of honest men 


barged with our duties and under 
existing laws would have achieved 
ike results. 
Nor is any criticism 


nade of the assessors in their work 
or it is certain that many did not 
inderstaml the 
provisions of the 


imith law when the assessors called 
>n them to list their personal prop- 
rty last spring.

Should a citizen of the United States 


attempt to enter Russia without a 
passport he would be turned back at 
the frontier. Should he arrive In Rus- 
sian waters he will not be permitted 
to disembark until he has produced the 
necessary document, properly vised by 
a Russian consular or diplomatic offi- 
cer. Indeed, the mere possession of an 
American passport is not sufficient, 
for the regulations of the Russians 
prescribe that the credential must be 
vised before the frontier Is crossed. 
Better to lose one's purse than one's 
passport In Russia. Funds may be 
cabled for and received in the course 
of a few hours, but It is a question of 
weeks where a passport is concerned. 
Russian officials are usually courteous 
to American visitors wno do not dis- 
play too much curiosity about certain 
Unspeakable Russian institutions, but 
let them find a traveler in the interioi 
without n passport and the luckless 
one will speedily see the Inside of a 
Russian Jail, and sooner or later be 
conducted to the nearest point of the 
frontier.—Travel Magazine.

of Ills that follow In its train, when perhaps all the time we ourselves 


i, are indulging In a habit almost as injurious—the intemperate 


w t J eating of sugar. With the American people, the eating of sugar 
is almost a vice.

For sugar

The system needs sugar In its digested form, for It Is this that
